“y OU _ admit that I know what hunger 
is ?”’ 

Sir Ernest Shackleton asked the ques- 
tion in response to one I had put to him, “What is 
your message to the United States?’ 

As the explorer had several times almost starved 
to death in his South Polar explorations, the only 
possible reply was an affirmative. 

“Well,” he said, ‘“‘my most urgent message is, { 
guard against hunger. The first and most impor- 
tant thing which Americans must do is to stop 
wastage and economize in food. 

“You are going to feel hunger. 

“You will feel it to such an extent that it will] 


your armies in the field IF YOU DO NOT CON- 
UMIZE. 

“I do not mean that America could ever starve. 
but the world must be fed by her today. She must 
not only feed herself, but help to feed her allies. 
Millions of men have been called from the pro- 
ducing of food to the consumption or destruction 
of it, and millions more may be on the point of 
plunging into the fight. The U-boats will not win 
the war, but they are making it hard for us to 
win. They are helping to ‘create a shortage of 
food. 

' “Before England learned the lesson of food 
economy, the wastage there was great. 
that in the United States it is worse. 

“It must stop. 

“They talk about thé shortage in crops in terms 
of millions of bushels. America can goa long way 
toward making up for this shortage by stopping 
the waste of food.

“I do not suppose such statistics would be prac- 
tical, but it would be interesting to compare the 
shortage in bushels of wheat to the number of 
bushels of bread wasted in one year in four great 
American cities, say St. Louis, New York, Chi- 
cago and Philadelphia. 

“TI would like to see a comparison in bulk of the 
shortage of beef and the wastage in meat for the 
same period in the same cities. 

“You must remember that I am speaking as an 
individual. It would not be right for an indi- 
vidual to try to dictate to any Government, much 
less for a Britisher to dictate or to suggest a 
course of action to the United States, but I cannot 
express too strongly my opinion as an individual 
that first of all America should send more guns 
and supplies to Europe and simultaneously econ- 
omize in foodstuffs and eradicate all wastage. 

“Nothing should be thrown away, especially 
fats. Save everything. Don’t throw away bits of 
copper, brass, lead and other basic metals. And 
make use of every bit of food.

Coal and the Consumer. 

othe Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

~.Your editorial in today’s paper on the subject 
of coal prices is timely, because it brings a serious 
situation to the attention of coal consumers, and 
nossibly permits of some helpful information re- 
garding this matter. 

‘ol represent interests that can produce 16,000 tons 
_ of coal a day, if they can get the cars to load it 
in. But for the past four weeks they have not 


averaged 25 per cent of that amount. And many 
large coal operators are today out on the open 
market buying coal at $1 a ton loss in order to 
protect some important steam coal contracts. The 
interests I represent have instructed me to take 
no coal orders at any price. We have plenty of 
coal, in the ground; plenty of men to mine it, and 
plenty of desire to produce this coal and sell it 
to the public. We have an extensive and a costly 
organization to perform the functions of coal op- 
rators and distributers, but we might as well 
close up shop for all the good we are able to do. 
‘There is no shortage of coal, but there is a tre- 
‘™mendous shortage of railroad service to get this 
oul to the consumer. 
“Tt cannot speak on the basis of exact informa- 
tion, but ft looks to me as if this exceptional 
car shortage is due to the efforts of the railroads 
td keep the outlay for wages down to the point 
tt was before the eight-hour law was passed, 
and that this is being done at the expense of the 
raiiroad service. Hence, the only hope for relief 
is tO grant the railroads an increase in freight 
wates sufficient to pay for this necegsary addition-| 
al service. If the railroads should get a 10 per 
cent increase in rates to St. Louis, this would 
average only 5c per ton on coal. Without this ad- 
vance, resulting in a shortage of railroad service 
and a car shortage, the putlic will have to stand 
mn advance in the price of coal all the way from 
$2 to $10 per_ton. You did not exaggerate the 
‘possibilities ih this respect. But it will not be 
due to a combination of coal operators, nor a 
combination of coal dealers; but due to a combina- 
tion of other circumstances which may be relieved 
DY a proper line of agitation looking to the se- 
euring of prompt action by the Commerce Com- 
TAfssion on the freight rate problem. 

As regards the coal situation, permit me to 
Point out other facts which {ndicate its serious- 
ness: The lake docks are swept bare of coal—coal 
that comes from West Virginia and other Bastern 
sections—and they are unable to replenish their 
stocks fronf the usual source of supply; Michigan 
and Ohio industries and dealers have been unable 
to arrange for coal usually secured in the East:- 
it tg almost impossible to buy Pennsylvania an- 
¥ racité; gas and by-product coke have advanced 
to prohititive figures; it is rumored that the Gov- 
ernment has commandeered the output of many 
West Virginia mines; the railroads are contract- 
ing for the entire output of many Illinois mines, 
so as to remove them from the classification of 
commercial mines, and there has started a bidding 
tor Iitinols coal by buyers foreign to this market, 
who are quick to read the handwriting on the 
wall, and who recognize, even at present high 
prices, Illinois offers the lowest-priced coal to be 
secured.in the country. I do not want to frighten 
the public. But I urge the necessity of securing 
adequate railroad service at once. A little later 
a Serious situafion will confront us, and it will 
not be a question of price, but ability to get coal 
at all.

COAL EXTORTIONERS. 

“We have a chance to make money and we 
are going to get all we can,” sums up the atti- 
tude of the coal operators on the coal situation 
and practically explains the excessive price of 
coal. : 

The Post-Dispatch investigation shows that the 
operators are selling coal at the mines at about 
100 per cent profit. It is admitted that the cost 
of mining and hauling coal has increased, but the 
increase in “cost is far below the increase in 
price. 

A factor which has helped to increase the price 
is a shortage of coal cafs, with increased demand, 
which has induced competitive bidding for coal. 
The result of such conditions naturally is a 
greatly increased prices 

The operators say they have made no money 
for several years and as present conditions offer 
the opportunity they are filling their pockets. 

The operators are entitled to fair profits, but 
they are not entitled to extortion. They are not 
entitled to sudden riches coined out of the neces- 
sities of the country engaged in war. 

Coal is a mecessary of life and industry. It is 
one of the resources of the land, the use of which 
all the people should have access to at reasonable 
cost. Individuals controlling these natural re- 
sources ought never to be allowed to exercise the 
power of monopoly, to withhold needed supplies 
from the people or to charge extortionate prices. 
Their titles to the land do not convey the power 
to resort to monopolistic and greedy practices. 

The right of a nation to control its natural re- 
sources for national needs, regardless of private 
titles, is fundamental. 

In a war crisis of this kind ne set of men should 
be permitted to gorge themselves on public neces- 
sities through private control of natural resgurces. 
It is the duty of the Government to act for the 
protection of the nation as a whole and the 
people individually. 

If there is a monopoly or conspiracy it should 
be broken up and the men behind it punished. 
The conditions which make for a coal “hold up” 
should be corrected. If necessary, the mines, the 
coal output and the transportation should be 
placed under Government control. 

Industry is being hampered, the public is being 
robbed and the general welfare seriously menaced 
by the greed of mine owners and operators. A 
way must be found to put a stop to it. The 
country cannot and will not tolerate vultures 
who prey upon it, especially in time of war, when 
heavy sacrifices are demanded of ali citizens. 
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DANISH TRBEATY’S SECRET CLAUSE. 

It is easy to see why the treaty transferring 
the Danis! West Indies to the United States in- 
cluded a clause exempting from seizure German 
shipping interned in the ports .of the islands. 
Denmark is too small and too near Germany to 
risk even a technical offen’e which.Bérlin might 
make an excuse for penalties. Besides, the ex- 
ception is in accord with neutral ethics. It was 
Denmark’s duty as a néutral nation—the United 
States was also neutraf at the time of the trans- 
fer—to avoid any change resulting to the advan- 
tage or disadvantage of either set of belligerents 
while the war is in progress. It is for this reason 
that the transfer, if not made before this coun- 
try entered the war, would be impractical now. 

What is not easy to understand is why the 
clause containing so reasonable a provision 
should have been kept secret. That the people 
have a right to know what is contemplated under 
their own diplomacy is a sound principle, 
While at war it may not be wise and necessary 
to follow it in all cases. But surely this was not 
a case in which any interest would be jeop- 
ardized by publicity. . 
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The trouble with the art of government in Rus- 
sia appears to be a superfluity of art critics and 
a woeful lack of artists. 
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NO SEPARATE PEACE. 

Secretary Lansing, referring to rumors that the 
United States Government had engaged itself not 
to make a separate peace with Germany, an- 
nounces officially that “there is no agreement, 
written or unwritten, relative to peace.’ 

We may assume that as a matter of course. 
No valid agreement could be made except in the 
form of a treaty ratified by the Senate, and there 
is no née@ of such agreement. So far as the 
United States, Great Britain and France are con- 
cerned, they are bound together by their necegsi- 
ties, None of them could afford to make a sepa- 
rate peace, or to consider any kind of peace. which 
did not guarantee an equa! measure of security to 
all. 

We need not worry about peace, separate or 
collective, at thia time. The great task of mak- 
ing the world safe for democracy is yet to be fin- 
ished. : 

It is obvious that even before the work is com- 
pleted there may come conflicts of interest among 
the chief democracies that have dedicated them- 
selves to the overthrow of German autocracy; but 
whatever these differences may be they will be 
settled among the allies themselves. 

As for the United- States, when it believes that 
the time has come for peace, ita répresentations 
will surely be made to the British and French. 
Governments before they are made to the Ger- 
man Government. It is unthinkable that the 
American people, after their experiences with 
Junker treachery and Junker faithlessness, would 
bargain with Berlin to leave the British and 
French in the lurch. | | 

When the Declaration of In dence was 
signed; Franklin made the grim joke that “We 
must all hang together or assuredly we shal! all 
hang separately.” That is the situation which 
confronts the United States, Great Britain and 
France. They must hang together or they wil! 
hang separately, and consequently an agréement 
as to separate peace would be superfluous on our 


part. We must trust the British and French as, 


the time comes to make peace we must make it to- 


a truce to enable German autocracy to prepare for 
another war against democracy. 
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SENATOR STONE’S DEVIOUS PATH. 

As usual, Senator Stone was on the wrong side 
of the newspaper censorship measure. He was one 
of the most aggressive supporters of a plan to 
muzzle the press. He summoned all the oratorical 
resources at his command in an effort to prove 
that the welfare of the country demanded that 
the people be kept in ignorance of all matters a 
censor might desire to keep from them. Once 
again he guessed badly and was in a minority. 

It is not hard for us who know him to under- 
stand the Senator’s attitude. A wise generation 
has given him a merited accolade in christening 
him Gumshoe Bill. He is called that because to 
his mind the devious way to do a thing is the best 
way and the light which seems to him best is the 
light of the dark lantern. 

A free press is dangerous only to the dema- 
gogue. The only man who needs be afraid of it 
is the man who has something to conceal. It is 
like the healthful, purifying rays of the gun 
searching out the dark places. It nourishes that 
which is helpful to humanity and destroys that 
which would breed disease, It is harmless to all 
things that are pure and honest and beautiful and 
fatal to all things that are impure and dishonest 
find base. 

The Senator has a genuine grievance against the 
independent press of his own commonwealth. 
While it has supported him when he has been 
right, it has never hesitated to condemn him 
when he has been wrong. In his recent, disloyal 
opposition to the President and the rest of the 
Government of the United States, it did not hesi- 
tate to place him in the pro-Gernian ranks, where 
he belonged. It was not, therefore, surprised 
when he took the first opportunity that might 
offer him a chance to get even. 

It is said that when the sun dawns over a trop- 
ical forest all the birds and beasts of prey raise 
their voices in a chorus of discontent. But all the 
howling of all the creatures of darkness does not 
keep the sun from rising. : 
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Herbert Hoover of Belgian relief fame calls food 
price-fixers “skunks,” which is an unjust oppro- 
brium to cast upon a valuable fur-bearing animhl. 
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IS GERMAN NERVE FAILING? 

There can be no doubt that the recent taking 
of large numbers of prisoners by the French and 
British means a breaking down of the morale of 
the German troops under the intensity of the at- 
tacks being delivered. 

This may be seen from a knowledge of the prac- 
tical aspects of the so-called right of quarter in 
war, under which an enemy may surrender and 
demand the protection of his captor. Although 
this right is clearly established in war law, it 
can never be claimed when to grant it would 
jeopardize the success of an operation, nor can 
it be claimed by individuals who are members of 
a resisting body. 

In trench warfare thé attackers cannot and do 
not grant quarter unless the force surrenders en 
masse. Where the morale of troops is high and 
the struggle is: bitterly contested, as in the Man- 
churian campaigns of the Japanese and Russians 
in 1904, the battles are fought to extermination 
and few or none are left to surrender. As Doug- 
las Story remarks in The Campaign With /Kuro- 
patkin: 

The white flag has not been seen on the 
plains of Manchuria. Quarter, in the ordinary 
sense, has neither béen asked nor given. 

The same stubborn fighting characterized some 
of the engagements when the forts aroynd Port 
Arthur were stormed, as at North Keikwausan, on 
Dec. 18, 1904, of which the English war corre- 
spond, Ashmead-Bartlett, reported: 

A single prisoner was taken—the usyal 
one, who was always preserved after each 
attack to give information as to the condi- 


tion of Port Arthur. 
When it is considered, therefore, that the 


French alone have taken over 30,000 German pris- 
oners since April 16, it may be confidently assert- 
ed that there is something wrong with the Ger- 
man nerve. It is certainly not up to that of the 
Russians and Japanese in 1904; however, neither 
of. these armies had to endure high explosives 
upon such a scale as has developed in the opera- 


tions of today. 
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“with such troops,” says the Crown Prince, 
speaking of certain Berlin units, “we could fetch 
the deyil from hell.” The submarine comman.- 


ers have already done that. 
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A WARN ING TO PRUSSIA. 


In 1905, when, with the consent of Europe, Mo- 
rocco had come under French influence, the Ger- 
man Government, instigated by its Pan-German 
and military elements, picked a quarrel with 
France, on the Moroccan question, although Ger- 
many had practically no commercial interests in 
that country. At that time, Sir Robert Morier, 
a British statesman who enjoyed the confidence 
of the Prussian diplomats, wrote to Crown Prince 
Frederick, solemnly protesting against Germa- 
ny’s attacking France with such a flimsy excuse 
for her action. Written over 10 years ago, the 
following sentences from his letter appear to econ- 
tain a warning that may be classed as almost 
prophetic: 

. A nation cannot afford to enjoy the luaury 

of cynicism, cannot risk to place itself eut- 

side the pale of the opinion of mankind, be- 
cause a nation never dies, and when the 
orgies of successful force have spent their 


strength the day comes when it has to live 
not only with Its own recollections but with 


those which mankind has preserved of it 

¢ © ¢ The action of Germany, therefore, 

in. the case supposed would be stamped with 

a pedantic ferocity; a scientific cynicism, an 

academic cruelty which history would never 

forget and mankind would take a long time 
to forgive.” 

The warning applies with equal force to the 
leaders of any nation which, without just cause, 
would plunge its people into the horrors of war. 
But it applies, with all ite condemnatory weight, 
to the Prussian autocracy which, by adopting 
“pedantic ferocity, scientifie cynicism and aca- 
demic cruelty” as its method toward friend as 
well as foe, has at laét placed itself “outside the 


‘pale @f the opinion of mankind.”

Meantime the Briti8h tactics were 
plain. It was esential to widen their 
wedge at once.: Thus they began at- 
tacking out from the sides of the wedge 
even before the Germans had given over 
their attacks aimed inward. By the

the British line runs tp from Croisilles | 


quite straight through Monchy and just 
west of Oppy and then curves around 
Lens, which is itself now becoming an 
awkward salient encircled from the 
north at Loos right around toward the 
rear and east, north of Oppy. 

When the British penetrated the 
German lines as far as Monchy they 
had in front of them at the point 
of their wedge only the last Ger- 
man line, the Drocourt-Queant line, of 
which one hears s0 much, But it was 
quite impossible for’ them to continue 
their attack through the very nar- 
row gap they had cut in the German 
Support line, the Oppy line. As for 
the Germans, since their Drocourt 
line was still incomplete, it was neces- 
sary for them to hang on to the vil- 
lages and to the fragments of the 
Oppy line still in their hands and 
by counter-attacks on Monchy and 
elsewhere hold back the attack upon 
the Drocourt line to the last mo- 
ment. 

Here is the story of the four weeks 
of the battle of Arras. Today the 
British are again operating upon 
broad front parallel to the Germans 
and more than four miles, in points 
more than five, in advance of their 
Théir old wedge has dis- 
appeared: they can now safely mass 
guns and men in the conquered area 
without fear of flank attacks; they 
are about in a position to make upon 


; 


the Drocourt line exactly the same 
sort of attack they made four weeks 
ago upon the old German front be- 
fore Arras. 


Lens Will Fall Soon, 
In such an attack they have the 


advantage of facing weaker positions, 
speaking only of the topographical 
elements. There is nothing like the 
Vimy Ridge before them in the Dro- 
court line. They have the further ad- 
vantage that the new German line 
necessarily lacks the perfection of 
construction that two years and a 
half of occupation made possible for 
the other front. On the other hand, 
they have not now, as a month ago, 
the advantage of surprise; the Ger- 
mans know where the blow is to fall 
and are able to mass men and guns 
against it. 

Meantime the position of the Ger- 
mans in Lens has become precarious; 
sooner or later, the Germans will 
draw out of the city, which they are 
holding mainly for the purpose of de- 
stroying the adjacent coal mines, 
When Lens falls then the new front 
will run straight.from Loos all the 
way south to Croisilles and with but 
little curving, right down to the French 
battle ground, north of the Aisne. Ac- 
cordingly, any further British progres 
will begin to open a new wedge right 
into the last German posSition, and 
eight to ten miles of advance, less 
than twice as much as has been made 
the last four weeks, will threaten the 
whole German center and compel it 
to withdraw to‘the frontier. This is 
the larger strategic conception of the 
British attack. 

The French Operations. 

Now turning to the French operations 
far down on the other flank before 
Rheims: The German retreat has been 
on a front from before Soissons to the 
environs of Arras. All along this front 
there could be no immediate attack >e- 
cause of the destruction of roads. But 
just before Arras the Germans and 
French faced each other in lines that 
nad endured since 1915. Just east Oa 
Soissons the German line crossed the 
Aisne in front of Fore Conde, then re- 
mounted to the north along the Craonne 
Plateau, the summit of which, crossed 
by the famous Chemin-des-Dames, was 
in German hands ali the way to Cra- 
onne, where it ends. But the French 
held the lower slope of the Craonne 
Plateau north of the river, and the Ger- 
mans at Fort Conde were in a rather 
narrow salient. East of Craonne the 
German line turned south . toward 
Rheims and rested wvon four old forts 
situated on commanding hills in a semi- 
circle about the town. From these forts 


the town was steadily shelled. East 
of Rheims the German line took a due 
easterly course and rested upon the 
Moronvilliers hills, Mont Carnillet, Mont 
Haut and Mont Sans Nom. 


French Two 


Advance Between 
Salieuts. 

This German positon, from Soissons to 
the Moronvilliers Haights, resembles the 
lettter ‘“‘W,”’ with the halves represent- 
ed by the salients toward Soissons and 
toward Rheims. ‘This fact dominates 
the French strategical conceptions. Ac- 
tually the Germans held two salients 
penetrating deeply into French lines. A 
French advance between these two sa- 
lients on the Craonne Plateau would still 
further narrow them, while an attack 
upon the Moronvilliers Heights, if suc- 
cessful, would narrow the Rheims sal- 
ient still more. 

Accordingly, the French attacked, 
April 16, upward toward the summit of 
the Craonne Plateau, eastward between 
the Craonne Plateau and Fort de Bri- 
mont and finally northward upon the 
Moronvilliers Heights. 

The immediate effect of the attack 
was far less considerable than that of 
the British. The Frer.ch did not imme- 
diately master the Craonne Ridge. In 
fact, after three weeks they have only 
just taken Craonne, but they advanced 
so far that the Germans at Fort Conde 
and south of the Aisne had to clear out. 
They pushed a wedge right up to Fort 
de Brimont above Rheims, and still fur- 
ther to the east they took the Moron- 
villiers Heights. ‘ 


salient about Laon is becoming awk- 
ward. Laon is within reach of French 
artillery and is slowly being encircled 
Even more serious is the situation of tha 
Germans in the forts before Rheims, of 
which Brimont is the most northern. 
Here the French have drawn a narrow- 
ing loop, and it is clear that a little 
more progress eastward between Cra- 
onne and Brimont and a corresponding 
progress a little more to the northward 
from the Moronvilliers Heights wit! 
compel the Germans to quit the forts 
above Rheims and the whole Rheima 
salient. 

But such a withdrawal would affect 
their line all the way to the Argonne, 
and perhaps to the Meuse, and compel a 
retreat on a very wide front. Such a re- 
treat, too, would mean the further ex- 
tension of the circle about Laon and lead 
certainly to an ultimate withdrawa’' 
from this salient. If the French, having 
taken Craonne, can also take Fort de 
Brimont. they ‘will have inserted a 
wedge between the Germans about Lao: 
and those before Rheims, a wedge re- 
calling that which the British drowe in 
at Monchy, in the Arras battle. This

But again it is necessary to recognize 
the facts. The Germans are now seek- 
ing a decision not on land, but on the 
water. They are trying to fight a de- 
laying battle in France in the belief that 
the submarine will win the war. Hence, 
if they are able, under pressure, to draw 
back successfully to the line of the 
Meuse, keeping their armies intact and 
destroying communications as they go, 
they may succeed in postponing a mili- 
tary decision in the west for the present 
year and end the campaign still in pos-

On the other hand, if they are forced 
to retreat under immediate pressure, it 
is conceivable that the retreat will lead 
to disaster. This is always a possibility 
in retreats. It is a greater possibility 
now that the German army {s manifestly 
weaker in morale than two yeare ago, 
when its retreat from the Marne was a 
marvel of military effitiency and soi- 
dierly achievement. 


Summing up the facts of the two allied 
attacks, it is worth while recalling once 
more that the allies, through the refusal! 
of the German center to fight, and its 
retreat, were forced to fight on the 
flanks. They are making real progress 
on both flanks, and on both flanks there 
are situations developing which may 
compel a general German retirement. 
But neither on the British nor on the 
French front has the decisive moment 
been reached, and we have yet to wait 
for some time, perhaps for several 
months, before it will be clear whether 
there has been a vietory in the larger 
gense, proven by a general German re- 
treat, or merely various Jocal gains, re- 
vealed in the capture of considerable 
territory and many thousands of pris- 
oners and many hundreds of guns. We 
are at the beginning of a campaign, and 
for the allies it has opened well: but it 
would be extremely easy to exaggerate 
the gain to date, for this gain can be 
decisive only if it proves to be the 
foundation for other gains in the near 
future.

“The large employers are lookiny 
ahead. and trying to prepare, for the 
conditions which will follow when the 
selective draft law for the new army 
is placed in force. They are urging tha‘ 
special efforts be made toward readi- 
hess to supply the demand for women. 

“Three railroads with headquarters in 
St. Louis have made requests for wom- 
en for employment as billers, clerks end 
checkers in ‘local freight houses, ard 
for telegraphers and freight house clerks 
who are willing to go out of St. Louis. 

“A large electric INghting company, 
which has had a standing order for 
young men clerks, has canceled that 
order and placed another one for girls 
and women. 

“Some concerns, still hoping to get 
men to do their work, are asking fcr 
men not eligible, because of physical 
defects, for military service. The pros 
pect is that these ‘defectives,’ when 
rhysically fit for ordinary work, will be 
able to get wages somewhat higher than 
have prevailed. The wages of women 
clerks, accountants and stenographers 
are also showing a rising tendency.”’ 

Donovan said a conference of business 
college managers was recently held, at 
which it was declered to be the patriotic 
duty of all women, married or single, 
who have had business training, to enter 
business life.

His wife, Mme. Yvonne Leglaive has 
lived in St. Louis whfle he was at war, 
earning her own living. On the morn- 
ing of Aug. 6, 1914, he received a notice 
from the French Consu! directing him to 
report for military duty. 

“What shall I do?” he asked his wife, 
who had been in this country but a few 
months, and was unable to speak En- 
glish. 

“Go back to France and do your 
duty,’’ she said. 

Here is how a part of that duty was 
performed: 


Arrived in Time to Retreat. 


“Someone has said that the war is 
only a vast revolution,” he said. “That 
is true for nations as well as individ- 
vals. Since 1914 I have met with sur- 
prise after surprise, and the strangest 
of all is that I find myself again in 
the good city of St. Louis after 33 
months of absence. And stranger still, 
I. have laid aside my gun to use the 
pen to write of my experiences in the 
horrible tragedy unfolding yonder in 
Europe. 

“It was on Aug. 6, 1914, that I left 

St. Louis, and the 24th when I arrived 
at Peronne, France, the depot of my 
regiment. Two days after, just having 
had time to dress myself out in my 
uniform, then blue and red and .offer- 
ing a superb target for the enemy, I was 
compelled, with all the soldiers of the 
regiment at Peronne, to. entrain precip- 
itately and flee from the enemy, before 
which the entire French army and the 
‘miserable little English army,’ which 
has since become formidable, were beat- 
ing a retreat after the unfortunate bat- 
tle of Charleroi. 
“That is my saddest recollection of 
the war. We climbed into the train 
which was the last to leave Perrone, 
behind us coming the émgineering corps 
blowing up the railroad. Already along 
the roads could be seen the long lines 
of poor people fleeing before the invader, 
the more fortunate being in carriages 
with the principal pieces. of their fur- 
niture, and the more unfortunate fol- 
lowing along painfully, sometimes with 
children in their arms. We went to 
Ancenis, near Nantes in Loire Inferior. 
There the base was organized. 

“Tt was Sept. 9, the day of the be- 
ginning of the battle of the Marne, that 
I was sent forward to re-enforce a reg!i- 
ment. There were 400 of us, and in de- 
barking in a village of Haute Marne, 
we heard the news of the Sreat French 
victory. 


Pursued Turns Pursuer. 


“We had an opportunity to picture in 
our imaginations what this battle had 
We were forced to march four 
days before finding our regiment, which 
was participating in the chase of the 
German army. During these four days 
the rain never ceased day or night, and 
as we were passing through towns en- 
tirely destroyed by the Germans, such 
as Maurupt and Cermaise, we could 
find no shelter. Having no tents, as the 
Germans then had and we have now, 
we were wet to the bones. Several 
times I had to take off my shirt and 
wring it out, as we could not march all 
the time, and at night, stopping along 
the edge of the road, we tried to eat 
a box of corned beef or ba ey in the 
water. 

‘The spectacle before our eyes as we 
marched through the country where 
this celebrated battle had been fought 
gave us, newcomers that we were, a 
clear conception of the horrors of the 
tragedy into which we were being 
drawn. 

“To console us, one of my comrades 
said that one could not make omelets 
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same 1 found that ‘there were a few 
too many to break. Of the houses of the 
villages through which we passed there 
remained standing only parts of the 
walle and the roads were bordered with 
the bodies of soldiers, already turning 
black. In fact, all the civil equipages 
had been requisitioned to bring to the, 
roadside the bodies of the men who 
had fallen at random on the field of 
battle. Afterwards came the carriages 
crossing our road, always filled with 
their dismal loads transporting them to 
the cemetery. 

“Y was struck by the pose of one dead | 
comrade. If his face had ot been 
black I should have believed him liv- 
Sitting under a bush, with his 


back ageinst the wail, one could see 


terday’s Poet-Dispatch. He is a native-| 


that at the moment he had received his 


mortal blow he was in the act of ban- 
daging his leg, which, no doubt, had 
received: his first wound. Only the 
memory of the heroic attitude of some 
of these stricken men enabled us to live 
over again the different scenes of that 
terrible combat. 


Army Fed eshasantly Then. ° 

“At last we joined the regiment at 
Cheminon, where, to reorganize and 
await us it had remained for two days. 
At that time the mounted kitchens were 
not in existence, and in the farmyards 
the soldiers made their soup in the 
largest pots they could find. 

“One could not believe, on seeing these 
men, that for more than a month, they 
had been in the thick of desperate com- 
bats, and had been forced to make a 
long and painful retreat, before they 
were able to advance. I was only 
necessary to see these brave soldiers, 
at this moment, full of good hunior, 
animation and joyousness, to understand 
that our country could never be con- 
quered. Here came an order of the 
day from Gen. Joffre explaining our 
victory, and citing the glory of all 
France. Deep joy was reflected in the 
eyes of all. 

“We resumed the march in pursuit 
of the retreating Germans. Along the 
roads and in the fields we could see 
abandoned munitions, great quantities 
of shells, thousands of bands contain- 
ing each 300 machine gun rtridges, 
tools, arms, demolished . automobiles, 
sometimes a quarter of beef which the 
‘boches’ had not ben able to cook. 
Wounded horses were everywhere in the 
fields. Whenever we passed near a 
wood we could smell terrible odors indi- 
cating that there were great numbers 
of unsepulchered men and hotses in 
them. Everything indicated that the 
rout of the enemy was complete. 

“At one place we were told that the 
Germans had departed in ranks of 
eight. We thought the war was going 
to be ended by this victory, and every- 
body was filled with joy. But the sec- 
ond day our march was less rapid. 

“There were frequent stops. At 
length we arrived in sight of the 
dense forest of the Argonne and we 
could then foresee that the enemy was 
going to make a stand there. In one 
village we were told that we were 
only two hours behind the enemy, 
which had fled with all of his cav- 
alry and troopé. 


Nearly Caught the Crown Prince. 


“When we arrived at St. Merichould 
the battalion which was leading my 
regiment just missed capturing the 
Crown Prince himself (“Rabbit face” 
as he is Known to the French sol- 
diers), who had, without doubdt® re- 
served for himself the honor of being 
the last to retreat from the town, and 
who* in the Mayor's office, had. been 
enjoying a little fete. 

“But for the intervention of the 
Mayor, who warned the Crown 
Prince and helped him to escape, my 
regiment would have had the honor 
of capturing him. A% compensation 
for his treason, the Mayor was seized 
and immediately shot. 

“We arrived in battle formation at 
the foot of the Mountains of the Ar- 
gonne. The cannon began to grow!) 
loudly. Until now I had never heard 
the hissing nor seen the bursting of 

a shell. It was annouftced that my 
hun see with my battalion at the 
head, would attack Binerville on the 
crest, where the enemy was en- 
trenched. Those who were already 
skilled in warfare showed no excite- 
ment whatever and were perfectly 
natural, but as for me, I confess I 
was a little anxivus to know what 
was going to happen. Aftera painful 
enough ascension we arrived in sight 
of a giade in the edge of which we 
concealed Ourselves among the trees. 
From the scou@s in front there was 
a sudden fusillade and it- was here 
that I heard the bullets whistle for 
the first time. There were those who, 
‘perhaps, paid no attention to this un- 
pleasant music, but for my part that, 
sharp and crisp hissing of bullets 
penetrated to the depths of my being. 

“T made my first salute to the bul- 
} lets here, my (Balute being a quick 
ducking of the head, byt since then 
f have heard so many of them that 
i weased to pay them the honor of 


saluting. 


poor little 75 guns, which, singe the 
beginning of hostilities, had spit out 
so many shells, had very few left for 
each piece, and that the artillerymen 
were reduced to the point of firing 
blank ¢artridges to meet the exchange 
of the enemy. In our company all the 
officers fell and an, adjutant assumed 
command of the 200 survivors, About 
6 p. m, as night was falling, after 
different. little maneuvers and attacks, 
the order of assault was given. . Im- 
mediately the drums began beating 
and the musicians all along the line 
began to sound the charge. Every 
one stood heroically, With hearts 
swelling with hope, we rushed for- 
ward, singing. But our ardor was 
fruitless. We had to rush across a 
plain and through a small. wood, in 
which the enemy was entrenched. In 
crossing the plain several of my com- 
rades fell, killed by busting shells 
and rifle balHs. I had my canteen 
shot away by a fragment of a shell. 

“We penetrated the woods and en- 
gaged the Germans in hand to hand 
fighting, that fs, bayonet fighting. In 
a few minutes we found ourselves op- 
posite to a group of great devils, dis- 
armed, who raised their arms and 
cried: ‘Kamarades.’ While we par- 
leyed with them, for they told us 
that others were going to surrender 
if they were assured that their lives 
would be saved, a strong force of the 
enemy, taking advantage of the dark- 
ness, were surrounding the woods 
towards the side from which we came, 
and if our adjutant had not perceived 
the maneuver in time to give us the 
order to retire quickly, from that am- 
bush, I’ should have, from the begin- 
ning of the campaign, with 90 of my 
comrades, been eating the Kaiser's 
war bread. 


First Charge a Failure. 


“We had failed to take Binarville, 
and we had sustained heavy. losses. 
The Germans, outnumbering us two 
or three to one, had plenty of shells 
and we had none, On our left, to- 
ward the center of the attack, our 
success was much greater. Gen. Cor- 
donnier, now commanding an army 
in Saloniki. after having taken a gun 
with a bayonet from a wounded sol- 
dier, charged at the head of his 
brigade. 

“Forced to yield ground after the first 
attack, he ordered'a second charge, and 
fell wounded in the leg with a rifle 
bullet. He refused to be led to the rear, 
and drawing his revolver, he threatened 
to shoot the first man who retreated. 
But we were unable to retain our posi- 
tion in the face of greater German 
forces, and we commenced to dig our. 
selves into trenches to shelter ourselves 
from the enemy fire 200 méters away.* 
The Germans also dug themselves into 
trenches, and I believe that from that 
day to this the line has varied very 
little. 

“Pollowing this battle, during which I 
fired more than ®O shots, was chris- 
tened as a warrior, and became accus- 
tomed to all the usual) noises of com- 
bat, I felt myself ready for other things 
which happened soon enough. 

“There was disorganization in our 
ranks, men of different regiments find- 
ing themselves thrown together. If the 
‘boches’ had not been in the same sit- 
vation, they surely would have attacked 
us during the night and cut us to pieces. 
After the clarions had sounded the 
‘cessez le feud (cease firing) and the 
‘ressembiement,’ if it had not been for 
the killed and wounded, many of the 
latter calling for help, we might have 
believed that we were in maneuvers. 
Each man began seeking out his own 
regiment. We felt a painful lack of of- 
ficers. With my section, I had to 
traverse at night the same road we had 
gone over during the morning, for sev- 
eral kilometers. Almost at every step, 
in the darkness, we either stumbled or 
actually fell into shell holes. Through 
out the night tain fell in torrents. 

‘ “In our camper we tried to light fires, 
but cauld not do so. @ was overcome 
with fatigue, but With the emotions. of 
the day's ghee rupning through my

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ing, just before daybreak, when we 
were reassembling to return to our posi- 
tions, 1 heard suddenly above my head 
a crisp and strange noise, which caused 
me to look upward quickly. ‘Therfe was 
a loud explosion, which warned me that 
what I had thought was a trail of aerial 
fire was a great German ‘marmite’ shell 
destined for our supply trains. There 
was a peculiar difference between it 
and the 77 German field gun shells, 
which we had been facing the day be- 
fore. 

“Shells of the same kind followed 
ach other so thickly, that we were 
soon under a dome of bursting steel. 
The supply trains could -no longer 
follow that route, and had to take a 
bad, circuitous road: It became neces- 
Sary for the soldiers to: help the con- 
ductors clear the road,and the horses 
belonging to my section were em- 
ployed to help haul the trains. 

“It was not until the approach of 
evening that we were able to remount 
the hills toward our new trenches. 
Each soldier, myself included, * was 
given a heavy load of food to carry 
to the company in the trenches. In 
addition to my haversack, I had to 
carry ten bundles of: bread. I felt 
at times that I should never be able 
to ascend the steep hill with my heavy 
load. Enroute, not having had any- 
thing to eat all day, I sat down and 
ate a pound of raw meat, not having 
had any chance to cook it. And al- 
ways the rain was falling. Fortu- 
nately the weather was not yet cold. 
I recall that we were ordered to make 
a change of places and sent to a 
deep ditch which, formed a natural 
trench. We remained all day and 
al! night in this place, with the* water 
up to our knees. We made a shelter 
of foliage from the trees, cutting off 
branches and intertwining them, 
which gave us a picturesque hiding 
Place, but no protection from the ele; 
ments. Our guns were in a sad state, 
and we fired them frequently to ‘as- 
sure ourselves that they were in 
working condition, and also to keep 
ourselves awake, because, under the 
great fatigue, I found, and others did 
also, that one could sleep very well 
even in the cold water. Some one hag 
said that appetite is the best season- 
ing for food, I belleve that fatigue 
makes the best bed in the world. And 
from that day I learned to do as the 
gendarmes do—sleep with one eye 
shut. 

German Ambush Destroyed. 

“During the night we had no alarm, 
but daylight brought the Germans, 
just as we were sending out our 
scouts. The wood was so thick and 
heavy that it was necessary to be 
right upon the enemy before he 
could be seen. 

“But we were in the same fortunate 
position. Thirty Germans came with- 
in 15 meters of us and fell into our 
ambuscade, hot one escaping. There 
was one wounded German who howled 
so loudly that it was necessary to 
put an end to his existence with the 
bayonet, as we believed that he was 
trying to warn his comrades of our 
position. 

“If I had known then that one day 
I should be permitted to return to St. 
Louis where souvenirs of the war are 
appreciated, I should have been able 
there to commefice the collection of 
helmets, guns, ete. but f satibfied 
myself with taking fro ma Gead Gers 
man soldier a superb pair of boots 
to replace mine, which were leaking 
badly.- At various times I received 


from captured soldiers their helmets, |} 
watches or other articles which they ) 


wisited to dispense as souvenirs 
among their captors. One of these 
helmets I brought to St. Lowis as « 
gouvenir for my friend, Gus V. R, 
Mechin, president of ‘la Societe 
Francaise de 8t. Louls. I! have sev- 
eral more very fine ones at the home 
of my parents In Paris 

“After this incident the artillery 
began to pley. the great shelle Tail<;.

“The second power is the re- 
ferendum, and it may be ordered (ex- 
cept as to laws necesary for the im- 
mediate preservation of the public 
peace, health or safety and laws mak- 
ing apporpriations for the current ex- 
penses of the state government, for 
the maintenance of the state institu- 


by five per cent of the legal voters 
in each of at least two-thirds of the 
congressional districts of the state, 
or by the Legislative Assembly, as 
other bills are enacted.” | 

The secretary of state said that 
when the petitions are submitted for 
filing he will ask for a formal opin- 
ion from the Attorney General.

Those in charge of the filing of 
the petitions will have the right to 
file in the Supreme Court a manda- 
mus suit in an effort to compe] the 
secretary of state to file the petitions. 
In such a suit the section of the con- 
stitution, which never has been judi- 
clally construed, ‘will be befere the 
court for review. 

- State officials todap said they be- 
lieved that if the petitions are not ac- 
cepted for filling by June 17 the laws 
will become effective, and the collection 
of taxes under them can be begun.

Wounded in the Right Foot. 


“It was here in this forest a few 
weeks later that I received my first 
and only wound of the war—a bullet 
through the right foot as I was 
Making a bayonet charge upon Ger- 
man lines. I was sent back to the 
hospital, and owing to an infection of 
my wound, it was mofiths before I 
could return to the trenches. 

“When I left the front April 8 to 
come to St, Louis to see my wife and 
my friends, my regiment was in the 
Champagne. I could not keep from 
thinking that I was receiving a most 
Gelightful gift on Easter Sunday—per- 
mission to come back again to the good 
old United States. My. regiment was 
preparing for the great, offensive at- 
tack, since delivered, the first news of 
which I heard by wireless telegraph 
while I was on the ocean. From the 
beginning of my service in this regi- 
ment I had many friends, and I had to 
spend half a day telling these brave 
comrades good-by. I told them that I 
felt that I was an ingrate to leave them 
at such a serious moment, and that, for 

‘ a little, I would remain with them and 
participate in the offensive. 

“They told me that I must be crazy, 
and that if they were In my place, they 

» would not lose a second in laying aside 
thelr arms and uniforms and starting 
on a furlough. 

“ *Wor the rest,’ they said, ‘we are do- 
ing nicely here. Our numbers are large 
enough to make quick work of the Ger- 
mans.’ In fact the last news received 
at front, while I was there, the Russian 
revolution and the declaration of war 
by the United States against Germany, 
had plunged the entire front into a de- 
lightful cheerfulness, and had greatly 
improved the morale of our army. 

“The last trip I made toward the 
front, in the Champagne movement, 
was very different from those I had 
been accustomed to making. In view of 
the approaching offensive, we made 
long removals. Here is what I wrote 
in my diary April 1 


Slept as They Marched. 


“*T am worried at not knowing wheth- 
er I am going to get my furlough to go 
to St. Louis. However, that worry 
serves to distract my mind and to draw 
me into reveries of my voyage to 
America, which, I am sure, must be 
forthcoming soon. At midnight, March 
$0, in torrents of rain, we embarked in 
wagons @rawn by artillery horses and 
began to push ahead. All of our equip- 
rent was also loaded into the wagons. 
‘Ve continued to move for 24. hours be- 
tore arriving at our destination. The 
following midnight, with the rain still 
falling in sheets, ‘we began to marvh 
toward the cantonnement, which we 
reached after a 10-mile hike. Some of 
us slept as we mechanically pushed for- 
ward, loaded like pack mules. What a 
pleasure it was, after having eaten a 
few mouthfuls of food, to throw my- 
self into the straw for an hour's sleep! 
Yesterday, repose—today, Sunday, we 
are cleaning up the camp grounds, 
which consist of a big barnyard, with 
stalls and stables. When the atables 
and stalls were cleaned, we made beds 
of fresh straw for ourselves, and were 
‘goon as happy as the little Jesus fn 
the manger. 

. ~ “After the sort of.life I had been liv- 

‘ ‘ing at the front, you may imagine tha c 
my voyage to America by steamer and 
rail was an enchantment. 

“T boarded the steamer L’Hspagne at 
Bordeaux, the day before the French 
commission sailed in a faster steamer. 
Our ship wag armed with two cannoe 
and was followed by an escort of 20 
merchant ships while we were passing 
through the danger zone. While we 
were in this zone all safety precautions 
were taken, and we were ordered to 
sleep fully dressed, with e life preserver 
around the body. That order caused me 
no trouble whatever, nor the other 1) 
soldiers en furlough on board, for we 
never knew what it was to undress for 
sleep at the front. 

“In the open thefe was no danger. but 
when we were one day out from New 
York, we took the same precautions as 
on leaving France. We were told that 
during our last night on board the cap- 
tain of the ship discovered that he was 
being pursued by a submarine, and put 
on all possible speed to escape it.” ag

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HAS BEEN FOUND IN LONDON 


“Medenna eof the Well” Had Been 
Painted Over By Some One 
te “Improve” it. 

LONDON, May 12.-—A painting by 
Raphael has jyst been found in London. 
A few months ago a London picture 
dealer bought in a salesroom a copy of 
the picture in. the Uffizi Galleria of Flor. 
ence, known as Raphael's ‘Madonna of 
the Well.” For a long time {ft has been 
known that this Florence pieture was 
not actually by Raphael, but a copy of 
a picture presumably lost. 

The London dealer sold his “copy of 2 
copy” for a modest sum to one of his 
clients, a well-known collector of early 
Italian art. It was entrusted to an ex- 
pert for cleaning, and the cleaning off of 
some apparently superfluous paint re- 
vealed the existence of another picture 
underneath, and actually of the same 
subject. When all the top paint was 
taken off there was revealed a remark- 
able piece of work which was immedi- 
ately pronounced by experts the unmis- 
takabie work of Raphael; in fact, the 
picture from which the Florencé copy 
was executed. 

It is less finished than most of Ra- 
phael’s work, which is probably the rea- 
son why someone “improved” it a cen- 
tury later by repainting the whole can- 
vas, but it is declared to be in the same 
style as his famous ‘‘Visitation” in the 
Madrid gallery. Its history cannot be 
traced back more than 530 years, when 
it was brought from South America, 
where it had probably been originally 
taken fron Spain. 

The present owner has no intention of 
selling the work, but it will shortly be 
placed as a loan exhibit in one of the 
London public galleries. Its market 
value would probably exceed $200,000. 


93D MEMORIAL TO LORD BYRON 


Netice of His Death Again Appense 
In London Papers. 

LONDON, April ——The annual “In 
Memoriam” notice of the death of Lore 
Byron has just appeared again in the 
London newspapers for the ninety-third 
consecutive year. The advertisement 
Saye: 

“BYRON.—George Gordon Neol Lord 

Byron, died nobly for Greece at Mis- 
solonghi, 18th April, 1824. Sir Walter 
Scott, speaking of his death, said: ‘It 
is ag if the sun had gone out.’ ”’

out to join the movement for Greek 
independence and landed at Missolonghi 
in January, 1824.

Werld-Old Conditions Still FPiay a 
Part tn Campaign in the 
Far-East. 

CAIRO, May 1.—“Operations had to 
be temporarily suspended owing to a 
mirage,”’ says an official communication 
from the Diala front, describing a 
minor strategic movement there. It is 
a reminder that, despite modern war 
inventions, there is at least one front

where wold-old conditions still play a 
dominating part. Thirst, heat and 
mirage are among the most important 
factors to be considered in Far Eastern 
campaigning, just as they were 20 cen- 
turies or more ago. 

Although the why and wherefore of 
the mirage is better understood now 
than then, the British troops in Sinai 
and Mesopotamia have frequently been 
held up and mystified by the vision of 
lakes and trees, just as were the sol- 
diers of Joshua or Alexander. 

On the occasion referred to in the 


communication, the mirage was of | 
minor character, preventing reliable 
reconnaissances. On a similar occasion 
some time ago, it produced the effect 
of the appearance of big Turkish rein- 
forcements whidh necessitated caution 
until their phantom character had been 
established. 

Mirages seriously interfered with Na- 
poleon’s Egyptian campaign, and it was 
due to the investigations of a French 
scientist who accompanied that expedi- 
tion that they were first traced to tricks, 
of atmospheric refraction.

OPERATORS SAY 
THEY EXPECT Ble 
PROFITS ON COAL 


—_ a 


Illinois Dealers Frankly State 
They Will Obtain Best 
Prices They Can. 


CONSUMER IS BLAMED 


High Prices Are the Result of 
Them Bidding Against One - 
Another, It Is Declared. 


Operators in \the Illinois coal fields, 
which virtually are the sole source of 
St. Louis’ supply, yesterday after an 
announcement was made that the price 
of soft coal delivered in the St. Louis 
railroads would be increased tomorrow 
from $8 to $3.25 per ton, frankly stated 
that they expected during the next few 
months to make big profits. 

They said that coal can be mined at 
a cost of $1.2 per ton, and that they 
expected to obtain for it what they 
could get, a price which they admitted 
the- present outlook ‘indicated would 
steadily advance from the present range 
of ast" to $2.50 at the mines. 


ay Profit Is Legitimate. 
The pone MA contend tat the exces- 


sive profit is legitimate and that they 
are entitled to it because, they say, they 
have sold coal below cost for three 
years. They also contend that the prices 
are not fixed by them, but by the con- 
sumers, who, they say, are bidding 
against each other for every ton of coal 
which can be delivered. 

An investigation of the coal trade 


has been begun by the Federal Trade. 


Commission, which last week heard 
testimony from representatives of 
Illinois operators. Congressman Dyer 
several days ago introduced in Con- 
gress a resolution asking for a Con- 
gressional investigation of the sitla- 
tion, and Attorney-General Gregory 
has stated that the Department of 
Justice will ask for the indictment of 
many operators on charges of com- 
bining to maintain prices or control 
the output of coal. Attorney H. A. 
Gleich in the Chemical Building has 
offered his services free as prosecutor. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter interview- 
ed several operators, wholesalers, re- 
tail dealers and railroad men on the 
coal situation. 

Have Chance to Make Money. 

“I’ve been in the coal business 380 

years,” said W. 8. Scott of Ferguson, 


‘president of the Missouri-Illinois Coal 


Co., Railway Exchange Building, one of 
the big Illinois Operators, “‘and in the 
next five years I expect to make some 
money. Why not? For several years 
the operators have lost money; now they 
have a chance to recoup. We can pro- 
duce coal at the mines for $1.25 a ton if 
we run full time; the price we are get- 
ting at the mines today is $2.50. 

“Prices seem high partly because in 
the past coal prices were too low. Last 
year we sold coal at the mines for % 
and 90 cents a ton which cost $1 to mine. 
Coal was too cheap before. 

‘In the East last year there was an 
increased consumption amounting to 
73,500,000 tons. These increases were dis- 
tributed as follows: iallroads, an ir- 
crease of 10,000,000 tons; cotton mills, 
4,000,000 tons; new factories, 15,000,009 
tons; munition plants, 20,000,000 tons; ex- 
ports, 4,500,000 tons; coke, 10,000,000 
tons; and automobile factories, 10,000,000 
tons. In consequence the East is draw- 
ing on the mines of Ohio, Indiana, I)li- 
nois, West Virginia and Kentucky. We 
are for the tirst time getting inquiries 
from dealers in Louisville, Memphis and 
the like, normally supplied by Ken- 
tucky. 

“The shortage of coal cars is a most 
gerious factor, as it prevents us from 
operating the mines at full capacity. The 
Terminal Association’s coal contracts 
expired April 1, and it sent letters to 
the operators asking bids. The Termi- 
nal uses 40 to 4 carloads a day. Nota 
single bid was received, the operators 
not being willing to tie themselves up 
while the car situation is so unsettled. 

“Pactories here which formerly had a 
hard time running eight hours a day are 
now running 24—meaning multiplied coal 
consumption. The same thing is true 
of factories all over the country. 

“The cost of mining has increased. 
The miners recently got a raise of 26 
cents a ton. Powder has gone up from 
$1.16 to $1.80 a keg; rails have increased 
from $20 to $45 and $50 a ton; spikes have 
increased from $2.25 to $11 a keg. In 
my opinion, conditions are likely to 
grow worse as the war proceeds.’”’ 

Thomas P. Brewster, general manager 
of the Mount Olive Staunton Coal Co., 
in the Federal Reserve Bank Building, 
another large operating concern, de- 
clares no exception can be taken if the 
operators, after losing money for years, 
take advantage of the present situation 
to recoup. 

“But the operators 
price,” he asserted. “Since last Oc- 
tober coal has been at auction, the 
purchasers—such as the railroads, big 
consumers and wholesalers—bidding for 
all the coal in sight. 

“For three years the coal mining busi- 
ness has been on a losing basis in Illi- 
nois; last year two-thirds of the tonnage 
produced there was under receivers. Now 
we see a chance to make some money, 
through legitimate business profits. A 
responsible Chicago firm offered us $2.50 
a ton for our entire output at the mine; 
we refused it in order to protect our 
old customers, and are keeping the price 
at $2.25. 

“There is a grave deficiency of coal 
ears, which compels the mines to run 
on short time. On Wednesday 2. out 
of 7% Illinois mines were running only 
two to six hours, instead of the normal 
eight hours. Of these 7% mines, 16 had. 
no cars at all. 

Brewster asserted that the Coal Op- 
eratore’ Association of the Fifth Dis- 
trict of Tiinols, with offices in the 
Fullerton Bullding. of which he ts pres- 
ident. ig not an ofganization of overa- 
tors for the purpose of fixing prices and 
controlling production. The association's 
sole function. he asserted, is adjudicat- 
ing @ifferences with union labor.

Retailers Blame Operators. 

Coal dealers seen by a reporter, while 
admitting that the operators are under 
additional expense of production, assert 
that the increase is not sufficient to 
justify the prices charged at the mines. 
These retail dealers declare they are 


to the consumer, and that their profits 
are less than when the price of coal 
was low. 

“The mine operators are openly say- 
ing,’’ eatd one of the biggest of these 


dealers, “that “We are paying all our 
old debts this year.’ I can see no ex- 
cuse for the present high prices, and 
consider them an outrage on the pub- 
lic. Eighteen months ago 7 per cent 
of the Illinois operators were bank- 
rupt. Now they are planning to get 
rich in a hurry.” 


John Cannon, general superintendent 
of the Missouri Pacific and Iron Moun- 
tain, said, when asked about the short- 
age of coal cars: 


‘‘There is always a shortage of coal 
cars at this season, and it is aggravat- 
ed, this year, by the demand for coal 
from the North and Northwest. West 
Virginia and Kentucky coal, which used 
to supply this Northern and Northwest- 
ern demand, is now being shipped to the 
Atlantic coast, and the North and 
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Northwest are Gate | more hanvtiy 
on our field of supply. 

“Our line has the cars to meet about 
7% per cent Of the present demand. We 
are loading about as many cars as we 
were this time last year, but the demand 
is sO much greater that we are unable 
to meet it. Apparently buyers are 
stocking up on coal. 

“I expect some relief to come from 
the meeting of the National Car Service 
Commission, now being held in Washing- 
ton. This body, I hope, will order the 
Eastern lines to send us some empties.”

HIS SUFFERINGS AS 
A GERMAN PRISONER 


(Continued From Page One, 
Editorial Section.) 


shrapnel. Part of the side of his 
face was torn away, his eye was 
dangling down over his check, and 
his nose was partly gone, and I 
didn’t recognize him at first when } 
went up to him. He oegged me to 
give him morphine, first. Then he 
got to his knees and pleaded to be 
shot. “For God’s sake, Zabriskie,” 
he kept repeating, “shoot me.” I 
helped lift him in our lifeboat when 
we were taken off, and he kept beg- 
ging me to kill him all the way over 
to ‘the raider. 


| “Abandon Ship Immediat ely.” 
The German finally gave us the “M. 
N.,”" the signal to “abandon ship imme- 
diately,”” and we scooted for the boats 
without having time to get any personal 
effects together or additional clothing. 
Capt. Sargent and Chief Officer Phew 
were the only members of t crew to 
get away with their belongings, and 
even Mr. Moore, second officer, got into 
a boat like the rest of us, as he stood. 
He had three shrapnel wounds in his 
leg, having been hit?’ when one shot 
struck the bridge. Gellicoe, the appren- 
tice, who had been at the wheel when 
the first shot struck, and had been 
turned completely around and thrown 
to the floor, tried to chop one of the 
boats loose that had been jammed, but 


gave it up and crowded into another al- 
ready overloaded boat. I was in boat 

No. 2, in only my underwear and an ul-| 
ster which I was lucky enough to save. 
Wecame away.in all styles and degrees 
of clothing. One horseman saved a pair 
of trousers, nothing else. Quite a few 
were without shoes, the majority with- 
out overcoats—and it was December, in 
open boats and freezing. We knew we 
were in for it. At no time had we been 
able to send an S. O. 8., as the German 
operator had jammed our wireless be- 
fore the firing began. 

A launch then put out from the raider, 
a number of Germans boarded the Mt. 
Temple, dumped the accumulator itn the 
wireless room, took what ship’s papers 
were left—we had thrown the main pa- 
pers, leaded, overboard—looted the cab- 
ins and then placed bombs set with time 
fuses in different parts of the ships to 
sink her. 


Our Dead Go Down. 


We were in the bdoats an hour when 
a launch picked us up and towed us to 
the raider. It took four hours to sink 
the Mt. Temple and when she finally 
went down, with Gilbert and the Nor- 
wegian sailor, mangled and torn, and 
dead, still aboard, we were on the deck 
of the German, watching. A number of 
horses managed to get clear before she 
sunk and we saw them swimming about, 
some in circles and two straight for the 
raider. I saw one horse, badly wounded, 
swim about quite close to us and then 
suddenly drop from sight. The two 
horses making for us were shot by the 
Germans as they came near. 

The French-Canadian, with his foot 
still dangling by a ragged piece of 
skin, was attended to by a German 
ship’s surgeon, a smart, skillful man, 
but Baker died aboard the raider the 
next day. The rest of us were given 
in the coal bunkers and on 
the poop deck. After that first night 
aboard the raider we began to realize 
what German warfare anad efficiency 
meant and knew that we were in the 
clutch of the Prussian mailed fist, help- 
less on the high seas and bound for 
Kingdom Come for all we knew. 

The raider was a ghost ship. She 
never showed an outside light. The 
electric lights were adjusted so that 
the instant a door opened the light In 
that room went out. The few neutrals 
were ‘allowed a little freedom and were 
identified by white bands tied to their 
arms, but the instant anything was 
sighted on the sea or the wireless pick- 
ed up a message from approaching 
ship, we were locked down in our quar- 
ters and remained there, huddled and 
shivering, in the stinking, foul air in 
the blackness. 

Shivering Prisoners. 

The following day. Dec. 7, locked 
in we felt the ship swing sharply 
and then heard several dull booms. 
It was the disappearing guns. A little 
later the bulwarks dropped. We heard 
the dull banging along the sides and 
knew there was another victim. It was 
the Cambria Range. Her crew was 
crowded in with us, their ship gone to 
the bottom. Next day the same thing 
occurred. We heard the dropping bul- 
warks, the scurrying above, and more 
shivering, half clothed men were piled 
into our quarters. .The King George 
it was, this time. The following day 
it was the Dutchess of Cornwall, a 
sailing vessel from Newfoundland, with 
fish for Gibraltar. Sunday, the 10th, 
it was the Georgic, out of Philadelphia, 
with 1200 horses, cotton and ofl. It 
was 7:30 in the morning and I was up 
on deck when they were Waiting for her 
to sink. She refused to go down and 
the raider swung a torpedo tube out 
and ended the business. We could see 
the streak the torpedo made, hitting 
the surface of the water several times, 
as she zipped through and hit the 
Georgic. That meant 140 more men, the 
Georgic’s crew, for our already putrid, 
crowded quarters. 

We steamed about for two days 
without getting a vessel, and I had an 
opportunity to see something of this 
ghost ship. She was the Moewe. She 
had eight disappearing guns, two in the 
rear, two forward, two at the No. § 
hatch, cne each at No. 1 and No. 6 hatch, 
together with four torpedo tubes, two 
each on the starboard and port sides. 
She was painted black, had no name on 
her and there were evidences that she 
might be either the Puyme or the 
Moewe, both names appearing on arti- 
cles in different parts of her. The 
second torpedo man aft, a _ stocky, 
fierce looking German, intimated that 
she was the Puyme, and many of the 
prisoners in the coal bunker seemet 
to think so. But she was the Moewe, 
all right.' A German, an ordinary sea- 
man, told me so. Youngenge, his name 
was, and he gave me a cigarette and 
this information as we stood talking 
near the engine room. He was a tall, 
straight man, with a black beard and 
he kept ‘ingering the lettering on his 
belt which all the Germans have an)

On a Long Journey. 


The Yarrowdale was baxged the 18th 
and we were taken aboard her and put 
under a prize crew from the Moewe. 
The prisoners now included the crews 
of the ships sunk while we were on the 
raider, the crews of the Voltaire and 
Holberg, already aboard the raider 
when the Mt. Temple was sent to the 
bottom and the Yarrowdale. 

It was a motely mob. Sailors, horse- 
men, stokers and officers from almost 
every clime and port were herded be- 
low and jammed together. 

Several Arabs were picked out and 
made to help stoke the ship. The prize 
crew from the Moewe were picked men 
and meant business, and let us know it 


dale, the Moewe had sighted two other 
vessels, but had to let them go and 
we knew then that we were in for a 
long journey to some port. Lieutenant 
Berg, in command, verified this later. 
“You are going on a long, cold journey, 
but will be landed in a safe harbor,” he 
said, “if any ally battleship doesn't 
send us to the bottom.” Berg was as 
fine a looking specimen of man as I’ve 
ever seen. He spoke perfect English 
He was a trim built straight chap, a 
‘trifle cocky, as most of those German 
officers were, with a Van Dyke beard 
and cold, snapping eyes. He looked 
like efficiency, plus, and bit his words 
off short as he spoke, yet he was cour- 
teous and suave in manner. 

Berg was right. The journey was 
long and it was cold. The trip lasted

He stormed and ranted 
and threatened to shoot them “like 
dogs.” “T’ll break your lives in two,” 
was one of his expressions. ‘‘I'll shoot 
you in the middie,”’ another. 


Daring Dash for Liberty. . 

We turned south from Iceland and 
came along the coast of Norway. After 
passing Bergen we knew we were bound 
for no neutral port, but were being 
taken to Germany. The last day out, 
Yahride, a gunner of the Georgic, and 
Yenssen, quartermaster, quietly gath- 
ered pieces of wood together, fastened 
them in some way and made a break 
for shore. 

They got the improvised raft safely 
into the water and were several hun- 
dred feet from the Yarrowdale before 
their absence was noticed. Badewitz 
was the first to miss them. He swore 
and raved and had the searchlight 


flashed over the sea, but hadn't 
picked them out, when one of the 
men, Yenssen, seeing the flashes, 


gave a yell. The two were pickeg up 
and dragged on deck. The Germans 
then beat, cuffed and kicked them, 
handouffed the pair and put them in 
solitary confinement. 


Swinemuende was reached Dec. 3ist, 
and it ended the sea irip. We landed 
there New Year's day, an unkempt, 
dirty, grotesque crew, glad to be off 
the reeking quarters of the ship. But 
our troubles had only begun. We ex- 
pected better food and mos of it. 
We got worst and less. 1 was put in 
the officers’ camp, but the treatment 
accorded the men was the same _ in 
both barracks. It was bitterly cold, 
there was no heat and the quarters 
were wooden shacks, hastily thrown 
up. One-third of a loaf of bread and 
a amall piece of blut wurst was the 
day’s ration per man. I inquired of an 
officer the next day when the neutrals 
would be released. I said I was an 
American. He laughed and swore in 
German. We were kept at Swine- 
muende until the fifth of January. 

At 4 a. m. on the fifth we were 
taken from the barracks and told we

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l were going to Neustrelitz. 1t was pitch 
black, there was 4 blinding snow 
storm raging and the cold was bitter. 
There wasn’t a warmly-clothed pyris- 
oner.in the lot. I wore @ suit of thin 
underwear, shoes, trousers and my ul- 
ster. I had no socks, overskirt or coat 
beneath my ulster, but was conmpara- 
tively fortunate. Three horsemen 
stood in the snow waiting in their 
bare feet. A Spanish stoker was 
elothed in only a suit of underwéar, 
one boot and one shoe, and a cap. 
Shivering, undernourished, a number 
of the men sick, a few still suffering 
from wounds received from the raider, 
we finally boarded the train. At Alt- 
dam we each received a dish of rice. 
It was our breakfast and dinner, 

It was near midnight when we reached 
Neustrelitz, with the thermometer at 13 
degrees below zelow and the ground cov- 
ered with ice and snow. One of the 
men, with socks, but no shoes, com- 
plained that he couldn’t walk. His feet 
wereturing black, frozen from the 
exposure, and later one foot was ampu- 
tated.” The barracks were unheated, but 
we.did receive two blankets each—soak- 
ing wet, from the snow. I felt exhaust; 
ed and weak from lack of rest and foo/, 
but when I got under the wet blankets 
found I wasn’t tired enough to sleep. 
I walked up and down the barracks 
until I fell, entirely exhausted, and then 
at last, in spite of the cold and damp- 
ness, I got to sleep. 

The food given us was merely re- 
cooked garbage with a little bread. Rot- 
ten as it was, there was so little of it 
that it wasn’t long before we were glad 
to eat all we could get of it. Occasion- 
ally we had turnips, a small portion for 
a day’s ration, and sometimes a black 
mixture of water and boiled berries 
or decayed herbs called coffee. We were 
getting weaker and thinner each day, 
almost visibly. A ship’s doctor told ms 
that if that kind of fare was continued 
it was impossible for a single man to 
exist over six months. -He said that 
there was so little food value in what 
little food we received that a half year’s 
time would see every man dead of slow 
starvation. 
| The fifth day there, three of us, a 
Spaniard, Norwegian and myself—we 
thought it best to have neutrals do the 
talking—protested “to one of the officers 
about the meager rations. We told him 
it was starvation by inches. He was 
courteous, but explained In very good 
English that it was impossible to im- 
prove things. I told him he evidently 
didn’t realize the conditions. Some of 
us were neutrals and we were being 
starved. He smiled. ‘‘You are now in 
the hands of the German Government,” 
‘he said. ‘“‘We are under orders from 
Berlin. These orders are absolute and 
cannot be changed except by Berlin.” 

He smiled again and walked away. 
The smile made me shydder. We were 
in the iron clutch of the Prussian mailed 
fist. The intense cold continued. Some 
of the prisoners, without shoes, others 
without trausers, and most all without 
heavy coats of any kind, were already 
half dead, \They would lie, numb and in 
half stupor,\in the barracks for 24 hours 
at a time, too weak to take exercise to 
keep warm. We did finally receive a. 
few articles of clothing, taken from dead 
Russian prisoners. 


Zero Weather Exposure. 


At last we got word to prepare to 
leave Neustrelitz. We had been there a 
month. It seemed like a year. We neu- 
trals were happy. One chap went partly 
/out of his mind and became hysterical. 
| We felt sure we were to be released, but 
, it was a vain hope. On Feb. 5 we left 

for Karlsruhe and arrived there the 8th. 

We were on the train 53 hours, there was 

no heat in the coaches, and almost no 

food was given us. 

The Karlsruhe concentration camp— 
Fe arrived there at 3 p. m.—had the 
same conditions as the Neustrelitz camp, 
| except for one thing. We were provided 
| with excitement at Karlsruhe, and 
didn't have to wait long for it. 
| On the second night we heard steam 
sirens blowing and screaming. It was 
the signal for the people to rush to 
the cellars. For Frenchmen wére mak 
| ng an air raid and had begun dropping 
_ bombs, The sirens weren't meant for 
‘us, however. We had no cellars to go 
| to. In fact, we learned that it was the 
railway station the Frenchmen had been 
|after repeatedly and that the detention 
camp had been moved near the station 
ias a sort of protection to the latter. 
‘The German logic was naive—if the air- 
‘men knew there were allied prisoners 
near, they might not try to get the sta- 
tion, and even if they did, the prisonere 
were more apt to get the bombs than the 
station, the camp was so much larger 
‘and there were so many more of us to 

| set. 
; At intervals the sky brightened with 
' flashes from the airmen’s rockets, which 
| were sent with the bombs to show where 
the hits were made, and the alternate 
potions of the bursting bombs and the 
anti-air craft guns played a duet that 
threatened to become a dead march, The 
bombs burst with a dull, booming sort 
of sound and air guns encored with a 
sharp, barking sort of noise. For raids 
occurred when we were in the camp, 
and three men were injured and one 
was killed. The Germans were giving 
us every chance to meet our Maker, 
and must have figured that if we per- 
sistéd in living in ‘spite of the food and 
the bombs, it was our own fault. 

I was repeatedly trying to get word 
to the American and British Consuls, 
attempting to get interviews with: the 
commaff¥ant of the camp°and writing 
letters almost daily. The letters were 
never sent. ._But on Wednesday, Feb. 21 
‘the commandant sent for me and I went 
to his office in the barracks. 

The commandant spoke with only a 
slight trace of accent. He was a cav- 
alry officer, had been wounded in the 
right leg by a saber slash and walked 
with a limp. He stepped to the table, 


, spoke to one of the two young Germans, 


both in uniform, there, in German, and 
then addressed me in English. Theret 
was a stenographer, a woman, who must 
have weighed 20 pounds—I wondered 
what kind of food she was getting—and 
an interpreter, an arrogant Prussian 
who looked like a Frenchman. The 
Commandant explained that he thought 
the neutrals were going to be released 
shortly: said he had been in communi- 
cation with Berlin and gave me a glass

Braack, industrial secretary of ‘the 
association, that in the strict sense 
of the word this city has no Melting 
Pot. This is because, he says, the 
people of St. Louis are not acquainted 
with the life and conditions of these 
people and for that reason Americans 
do not appreciate the difficulty of the 
new Americans in getting in touch 
with our ways. He says that we 
should feel differently had we at some 
time stood helplessly in some foreign 
country, not able to speak the lan- 
guage. Industries also, he said, can 
do much to stimulate- Americanization 
of immigrants. 

What Mr. ter Braack would like to 
see above anything else is the abol- 
ishment of the “foreign colonies” in 
St. Louis. The district known ag 
“Dago Hill” is a typical example of 
how people from one section of the 
world have come to the new world 
and instead of being assimilated have clannishly con- 
eregated together and formed their own city within a 
city. This was,not contemplated, Mr. ter Braack says, 
when, back in the ’80s, the United States threw open her 
doors to the people of the whole world. 

It has taken the entrance of the United States into the 
war to prove that these people are intensely loyal to this 
country. in two weeks more than 200 men of Bohemian 
birth enlisted in the United States army in St. Louis 
and many more are enlisting. In two days 19 Rumani- 
ans became members of Battery A. Croatians, Albani- 
ans, Greeks and scores of men from the Slavic and 
Latin nations have given up their vocations to follow 
the flag. 

Three weeks ago Mr. ter Braack attended a play pre- 
sented at the Croatian Educational Hall, 1441 Chouteau 
avenue, by foreign-born residents of St. Louis. For 
more than a year these men and women, who are em- 
ployed for the most part in St. Louis factories as wage 
earners, had been rehearsing. The, first thing that im- 
pressed Mr. ter Braack was the perfection with which 
the people depicted an incident which occurred cen- 
turies ago. He found real histrionic talent there. But 
he carried home with him the memory that the Croatian 


musicians who furnished the music for the oceasion did 


not play one native tune. They gave only “The Star- 
Spangled Banner,” “America” and other American airs. 


The principal difficulty Mr. ter Braack has found in 
extending a welcome to the United States and St. Louis 
to immigrants has been in obtaining a sufficient num- 
ber of volunteers, men and women, to work among them. 
The first thing they crave when they arrive in this 
country, is a welcoming hand and a smile. Next, they 
want to learn the language. Inasmuch as virtually all 
of them must obtain work in order to live, this is a dif- 
ficult problem. 

When the facilities of Mr. -ter Braack’s department 
were exhausted some months ago, a group of young 
foreigners clubbed -together and rented a flat on the 
South Side, where they congregated three or four times 
a week to study English. One of the Y. M. C. A. charges, 
a young married man, came to Mr. ter Braack and said 
that he would like to have his wife learn sewing in order 
that she could make her own clothes and those of their 
children. A group of girls and young women have 
formed a piano class, but they are sorely in need of 
instructors. 

‘Here is an opportunity,” Mr. ter Braack said, ‘for the 
clubwomen of St. Louis te accomplish some : 
real good. Many women have come to me 
and asked ‘What can we do?’ My answer 
always has been, ‘Go in these communities 
and you will find out.’ It is not necessary 
to know the language, for a smile and an 
indication of being willing to help can be 
communicated in any language.” 

Mr. ter Braack is a sort of buffer between 
young foreigners in St. Louis and discour- 


agement. One of them, who makes heels in 


a shoe factory, came to him one day and 
complained that he felt that he was nothing 
but a laborer and that he was accomplish- 
ing but little in the world. Then Mr. ter 
Braack carefully pointed out to him that he

were to be had. He went back to work with 
a different idea of his importance in that 
establishment.” 

“It ie for this reason,” Mr. ter Braack con- 
tinued, “that I want to arouse the business 
men of this community to the needs of the 
foreigners. I have recently suggested what 
I call an employers’ co-operative plan, in the 
hope of working out a plan among indus- 


mare ter Braack. 


tionship between employers and 
employes. It is an established fact 
that we do not trust a man before 
we know him and we think more or 
less of him as we learn to know him 
better. This same principle is true 
with respect to employers and em- 
ployes. The latter will have a high- 
er“esteem for the employer through 
manifestation of good will. 

“It is acknowledged by all lead- 
ing men in the industrials that 
some way must be devised which 
will bring operatives and employes 
in closer touch with each other, to 
come to a better understanding. One 
of the first steps brought out to help 
solve the problem has been the 
safety movement. The lunch coun- 
ter or simply a serving of coffee or 
milk is another fact of thoughtful- 
ness of the employer to the employe 
and is appreciated. In differences 
with the foreman or superintendent 
regarding their working conditions, 
employes ought to feel that the way 
ig open for them to aprpoach the 
president or general manager of 
their company.when they cannot 
reach an understanding with the 


officials mentioned. 

“When a company does efficient employing it will 
greatly cut down its labor turnover. Industries not 
having an employment department to take charge of all 
the employment work ought to educate their foremen or 
department heads who take charge of employing help 
for their departments. These men should be good judges 
of the physical and intellectual ability and fitness of 
the applicant. Industries should have application blanks

filled out by every employe, stating age, whether they 
bave any persons dependent upon them and if they are 
foreign born. The addresses of the men should tf? verified, 
they should state what nationality they are, how long in 
this country, whether they read and write English, 
whether they are naturalized; if not, if they have first 
papers and how long, and if they could have been nat- 
uralized before, why they did not apply for it. 
“Insurance for employes, either life, accident or both, 
paid in full, as some industries do, or in part, is proof 
of good will. An advisory board, made up of the best 
men, foreign and native, with officers of the company

to direct, wiN render a service the importance of which 
cannot be measured in a few general statements, as the 
field of usefulness will widen with every meeting. 

“Monthly meetings of foremen and superintendents, 
with a definite program for each meeting, is one of 
the essential things in modern industries. These men 
have had a too indefinite idea about the general pol- 
icy of the company and have in some cases caused great 
losses instead of constant increases in the operation of 
their departments. The companies would do well to 
have their policies laid before these men im a definite 
form; plans of employment, handling of employes, in 
fact,-all such discussions that will bring to the atten- 
tion of these men that they are spokes in the wheel and 
that the wheel that is well put together has its spokes 
tightened in the hub as well as the rim; that the tire 
fits the wheel to hold it together in perfect shape. Many 
men do not grasp the. importance of their positions 
in the organization of the company, which makes it 
necessary for them to have a definition convincing them 
of their important relation to this unit. 

“Education of employes is a question of vital impor- 
tance. First, with foreign born, to guard their lives in 
the industries and protect those depending upon them. 
We ought to request foreign-born men to learn En- 
lish and become citizens after they have been in the 
country a certain time. Many of them will readily re- 
spond when the opportunity is brought to them, but 
most of them fail to go after it because of their inabil- 
ity to make themselves understood. 


“Morals, ambition, thrift and saving give a great field 
to work in during the noon hour, in five to twenty min- 
ute talks. This is done in several industries in this city 
and has met with the approval of employes as well as 
employers. The attendance at such talks, in industries 
employing from 300 to 350 men, have run as high as 
200.”” 

Whenever Mr. ter Braack has an opportunity to come 
into personal contact with a young immigrant, he helps 
him to choose a vocation. 


“I hand him,” he declared, “a list of all the trades. 


and professions I can think of. Then I tell him, ‘Now, 
Pietro or Hans or Miguel or Josef,’ or whatever his 
name is, ‘take this list home with you and study it ac- 
cording to my directions. If the word at the top of the 
list is ‘‘machinist,” sit back and think about that trade 
for a long time. Think, not whether you would like to 
follow that trade for a year, two years, five years, -or 
even 10 years, but try to make up your mind whether 
you would be happy and contented to do that kind 
of work all.the rest of your life. Go all the way down 
the list, and when you have picked out the work you 
think you can do best, come back here and tell me 
about it.’” 

Since the Industrial Department of the Y. M. C. A, 
was started, many thousands of immigrants have been 
met at Union Station by persons working under the di- 
rection of the department. In less than two years this 
number was 23,106. Of these, 20,109 Were rendered a 
definite service and 2369 have remained.in St. Louis. 
Of this number 222 were aided in obtaining employment. 
In one winter 27 English classes were conducted under 
the auspices of the department, in which 343 men were 
enrolied. Several, who were unable even to read and 
write their own language, have learned the use of every- 
day English. Classes are conducted in foreign clubs, 
boarding houses, public libraries, barber shops, bedrooms, 
a doctor’s waiting room, a foreign chureh, the Y. M. 
C. A. and even in saloons. But, according to Mr. ter 
Braack, the field has scarcely been touched. 


In this connection, Mr. ter Braack does not belittle 
the work which the night schools are doing for the in- 
struction of the immigrant, especially in learning the 
English language, but in his opinion it is not properly 

organized. He believes that instead of be- 
ing thrown together indiscriminately they 
should be divided into three classes—an ad- 
vanced class consisting of those who read 
and write their own language and who have 
a smattering of English, so that they can 
make themselves understood by speaking 
brokenly; a secondary class consisting of 
those who have a knowledge of their own 
language, and the primer class, or those who 
ean neither read nor write either their own 
language or English. 

In the first three months of this year 11 
English classes, three citizenship classes, 
one Sunday school class and one piano class 
were conducted by the Y. M. C. A. Industrial 
Department. Foreigners have been aided 
in obtaining their first and second papers, 
shop talks have been made at noon, motion 
pictures have been provided, entertainments 
arranged and family visite made. In all, 
1029 persons have been aided one way or an- 
-other. - Nearly 2000 persons attended the 
various classes. 


On account of the war, few immigrants 


are coming into St. Louis now. In Decem- 
ber, 1913, when Mr. ter Braack took up his 
work, the average number of immigrants 
passing through Union Station in a month 
was about 2100. Now the average is from 
23 to 26. Im December, 1913, 265 of the num- 
ber who passed through became residents of 
St. Louis. In January, 1917, seven remained. 
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97 Years Old, bu

Mr. Baptiste is proprietor of the Alexander Baptiste 
Tent and Awning Co., 612 North Third street, and is at 
his place of business every working day of the year, 
getting over the three-story building by way of the 
stairs as often as occasion demands, which is sometimes 
frequent. For 68 years he has pursued this daily rou- 
tine, and now declares himself, with the enthusiasm of 
youth, ‘‘still on deck and full of business and interest in 
life.”’ 

One who desires to live happily and long should never 
meditate upon the accumulating years as enemies of life, 
he warns, for to do so would be like spending a happy 
hour by sorrowing over its end before it had quite be- 
gun. Mr. Baptisté is a tentmaker, and, like Omar Khay- 
yam, the romantic Persian philosopher and tentmaker, 
believes the least we can do to get the most good out of 
life is to “make the best of what we yet may spend, 
before we, too, into the dust descend.”

Returning to St. Louis he en- 
gaged in the tent and awning 
business, in the neighborhood in 
which his present factory is lo- 
cated, and soon became well 
knowrr for his feats of strength. 
At one demonstration, for the 
benefit of friends, he raised 1200 
pounds dead weight from the 
floor, he declares. A@ that time 
he weighed about 200 pounds and 
was 5 feet 6 inches tall. This 
weight he retained until a year 
ago, but vigorous exercises last 
fall and winter reduced him to 
165 pounds.

HEN Private ‘“‘Todger” Jones, Cheshire 
Territorials, appeared before King 
George to be decorated with the Vic- 
toria Cross, that monarch, startled 
out of his royal dignity, dropped 
“into common human language. 
‘‘How the dickens did you do it, 
Jones?’ exclaimed King George. 
The answer which Private Jones made 
to the King has now been related by 
‘“‘Todger” to newspaper men in London, 
and the question expressed by King 
George and felt by thousands of other 
men on both sides of the Atlantic at 
last has an authentic reply. Just why 
everybody who ever heard of Private 
Jones wanted to ask him, “How the 
dickens did you do it?’’ may be learned 
by reading the following cold, matter-of- 
fact narrative which was published in 
the official London Gazette: 
“The Victoria Cross has been conferred 
upon Private Thomas Alfred Jones 
-(11,000), Cheshire Regiment, for most 
conspicuous bravery. He was with his 
company consolidating the defense in 
front of a village. and, noticing an en- 
emy sniper at. 200 yards distance, he 
went out, and, though one bullet went 
through his helmet and another through 
his coat, he returned the sniper’s fire 
and killed him. He then saw two more 
of the enemy firing at him, although dis- 
playing a white flag. Both of these he 
also shot. 
“On reaching the enemy trench he 
found four occupied dugouts and, single- 
handed, disarmed 102 of the enemy, in- 
cluding three or four officers, and 
marched them back to our lines through 
a heavy barrage. He had been warned 


another in the thigh. Peeping over the parapet, Pri- 
vate Jones saw over the enemy what appeared to be a 
white flag, and this enraged him. 

“Can I go out and have a packet at ’em?’’ he asked 
his officer. ’

But Jonés jumped up and called out: “If 
I've got to be killed I'll die fighting, not digging.”’

got his car loaded up with wounded, _ when the Ger- 
mans began to shell it: As he was turning round 
his engine stalled and before he could start it again 
the Bosches got the range, He and his wounded 
got into a trench and ‘the Germans shelled that am- 
bulance more or less aljJ night. They spread the en- 
gine all over Verdun. “In the morning all the part 
of his car that the fellow could find was the magneto. 
That wasn’t hurt, and hé took it back with him, and 
a few pieces of the differential. 

“They gave up that poste, and-after that we did

g. ve us a six-mile trip, and a funny kind of a trip 
until you got used to it. We weren’t allowed any 


ark for. a good many years. And 
all at once, as he’ put it, “I got an 
idea I wanted to see a little more 
ef the world.”’ 

So the captain of a freighter 
took him across the Atlantic as a 
guest, and he landed in Havre in 
the middle of last November. 

“T got a job in the steel company 
there,” he said, “but I couldn’t keep 
from wondering what it was like up 
at the front, so pretty soon I went 
up to Paris and signed up with the 
French Government for six months 
—volunteer driver with the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. They gave me my 
uniform and kept me in Paris a 
week, then shipped me out to Ver- 
dun, 

“It’s a hundred and forty miles 
and we took two days for the trip. 
1 landed in Verdun at noon, and 
right off the bat they gave me 24 
hours on duty. That’s the way we 
worked, one whole day on and then 
a wiiole day off to rest. 

“Our section was a new one—you 
know what an ambulance section is? 
Twenty motor ambulances, and one 
big camion—a motor truck that will 
carry 25 ‘sitting-up cases,’ and a 
field kitchen; some repair cars and — 
two touring cars for the French 
Lieutenant. and .the French -Cap- , 
tain in~ ¢omimand of the section. 
Each section has about 25 volun- 
teer drivers, Americans. They work 
in pairs. 

“Well, our section was a new one 
and I- was the newest thing in it. 
When I went out to do my first 
taxicab work I’d never heard a bul- 
let whistle or a shell explode. I 
heard plenty that night, and when 
we got back my comrade said he. 
wasn’t going any more with me. He 
accused me of being a human mag- 
net, because eight high-explosive 
shells had happened to burst in a 
radius of 200 yards around us. Next 
day the section had a song that 
started, ‘Why do the Bosches pick 
on Fisher?’ 

“About a third of our cars were 
Fords and the rest were a sprink- 
ling of various heavy ones. In the American ambu- 
lance, which is a different organization from the 
American Red Cross, all the cars are Fords, and all 
the time fellows were transferring from the ambu- 
lance to us because they thought they’d enjoy it 
better driving the bigger cars. We let them have 
them and welcome. The Fords were so small 
that if you took up the floor boards you had plenty 
of heat, whereas in the big fellows, where you 
were constantly shifting gears, you got half frozen. 
It was a mighty cold winter, you know. I've still got 
my ‘Verdun bark’—that was our name for the coughs 
everybody had. 

“ *Taxicabing’—that was the name for picking up 
the wounded from Dead Man’s Land and toting them 
back to hospital. When a man was hit in the first- 
line, trenches they fixed him up roughly at the first 
dressing station, enough to control the bleeding, and 


then, with a dog and cart, or maybe a stretcher- 


mounted on two wheels, they carried him to the Poste 
de Secours, far enough back so it was supposed to 
be safe—and that avas a good husky piece of suppo- 
sition. We picked ‘em up at the Poste de Secours and 
carried them back six or eight miles to the hospital. 

“} remember one Poste de Secours they had to give 
ap. It was in a second-line trench, only 200 yards 
from the Bosches. One moonlight night—we did all 
the picking-up at —_ you know—a fellow had just

lights—not even as much as a match for a Pen 
If a Frenchman lighted one they gave him eight days 
cutting barbed wire up in No-Man’s Land, between 
the trenches. . 

“Unless there was @ moon, it was so dark you 
could hardly see your radiator, and you had to feel 
your way along past the shell holes in the road; and 
the big camions full of supplies and ammunition, 
and the marching bodies of troops, There was barbed 
wire all around, too, aiid one bad stretch where a 
forest about a mile square had been shelled to splin- 
ters. Every once in a while a star shell would go 
up. They burn about eight. seconds and light up 
three or four square miles, because the parachute 
acts as a reflector—and while it lasted you would be men 
able to rush forward as mfch as @ hundred feet... 
Driving by star shells is quite an experience, | 

“Every once in a while, too, you’d,cross a narrow- 
gauge railroad track. It wound in and out among the 
hillocks, and.little dummy trains ran/jon it, with five- 
inch guns mounted on them,.~ It per stop most any- 


that only their muzzles stuck out 
of the ground. Between their 
firing unexpectedly and the Ger- 
mans answering back, it kept you 
on the jump. It wasn’t often that 
you wouldn’t hear a shell coming 
somewhere. How do they sound? 
_As if the sky was made of muslin 
and the devil had started to rip 
it open. ‘I rompenabisl one night when one came pretty 
close, a high-explosive, too. It was a bright, moon- 
light night, and we’d made good time to the Poste de 
Secours in our ‘measle-germ’—toat was the pet name 
for a Ford. We had‘been sent for a wounded man 
who had to get to hospital at once if he was going 
to live, and while my comrade was turning the car, 
I went into the trench for him—under the road and 
about 200 ‘yards along. The two stretcher bearers 
picked our man up and I followed ‘along behind. 
When we got to the road there. wasn’t room to carry 
him under and we climbed. up’ on the bank. And 
right then, about three seconds before it landed, we 
heard that shell coming our way. 

“It lgnded about five feet ahead 
of the front stretcher bearer, in a 
heap of loosé earth, went in about 
half its length, and then exploded. 
It was a big one, and the first sen- 
sation I had was that I was up in 
the air somewhere in France. The 
next I knew, I landed in the trench 
about 20 feet from w I had been 
standing. And the funny thing was 
that the shell only killed one of the 
four of us, the front bearer. 

“A splinter went right through 
his breast. The wounded man was 
only scared and scratched. They 
had set the stretcher down when 
we heard the shell. The rear stretch- 
er bearer wasn’t wounded, but the 
concussion knocked the senses out 
of him. He just stood there, hold- 
ing to his side, and tried fo talk and, . 
couldn’t. We carried him back, and - 
when I left France he was a raving 
maniac from the shock. But they 
thought he’d get over it after a 
while. bat 3 

“Me? It only blew my helmet 
off! My face stung me like blazes, 
and when we got back to the hos- 
pital they found some gravel had 
been blown into it. But the doctor 
greased it up.and I was all right to 
finish out my 24 hours. After that 
I felt so well acquainted with shells 

. that they didn’t trouble me much, 

“But the gas attacks were mean. 
The chlorine comes at you like a 
cloud of smoke,¢. First your eyes 

- begin to water, and then you smell 
. it—like hot bread right out of the 
oven, There’s a new kind of gas 

. too, that they use in shells, that you 
can’t see or smell or feel at all until 

you faint. Any kind of gas is bad. 
If you don’t get your mask on be- 
fore the first real whiff, it seems to 
shrivel your lungs up and you're 
through, The men don’t seem to 
suffer much, just froth at the 
mouth, but many’s the gas case that 
turned our ambulance into a hearse. 
We'd put ’em in alive and pull ’em 
out dead. I just said they didn’t 
seem to suffer much. That is equal- 
ly true of all the French soldiers. It 
would be hard to say too much of 
their courage after they were wounded, I’ve carried 
thousands hurt in every imaginable way—erms or - 


legs blown off, facés almost shot away—and never a 


yip out of them. The only one who as much as 
groaned was a poor devil whose bladder had. been 
stopped up for three days. He couldn’t lie down 
and he couldn’t sit up, and he was down on his 
bands and knees for the 15 miles I had to carry 
him to the place where they had instruments to make 
the puncture.” 

Fisher was asked how he passed the time in his 
days off duty. 

“Rubbering ‘round,” he said. “There were lots of 
different kinds of troops to see. I liked to watch 
the Moroccans. Théy carry their rifles for orna- 

ts and for. business have their ‘lunch hooks,’ 
dog Kaltes ola Bonk nk chs ooet The first time 
I saw those knives and asked what they were, a 
fellow told me they were ‘trench cleaners.’

N fact, in battle, the man with the shoulder 
strap (he wouldn’t wear that insignia of rank 
then, at all) and the plain private appear ex- 
actly alike. Fof this there are two reasons— 

the enemy likes to pick off the officers with sharp- 
shooting, or by the sniper’s ready aid, while the 
officer tries just as hard to blend himself with the 
mass of his men. 

In other words, the American officer and en- 
listed man live up rigorously to the definition of 
the word “uniform,” which means, “alike.”

Not until 

the President, in 1883, sent a commission of army and 

navy officers to Europe to inspect gun factories in En- 

gland, France and Russia, did we make proper advances 

in big gun manufacture. On the recommendation of 

this commission the Government established a gun 

factory at Washington and the army factory at Water- 

vliet, on the Hudson. Thus began the evolution of 
big gun manufacture in the United States. 


The first important process in turning out a big gun — 


is performed in the shrinking pit, 45 feet deep, where 
the inner tube and jacket, in the rough casting, are 
shrunk together. It requires 36 hours of baking to bring 
the jacket to its prdper temperature of 675 degrees 
Fahrenheit, for it weighs from 30,000 to 50,000 pounds, 
varying in weight according to bize.

As the life of a battleship depends 
upon her heavy guns, these must be 
first thoroughly inspected ard so 
placed as te obtain as large an arc of 
fire as possible. To this end they are 
mounted in. pairs, in heavily armored 
steel turrets. 

The eight-inch turrets are disposed 
between the main turrets, while the 
seven-inch battery is located on the 
deck below in armored casements. The 
small guns are distributed on the 
bridges, along the decks, and in the 
fighting tops. | 
The concussion of the explosion of a 
12-inch gun is tremendous, afid that

designed that this marvelous force is checked in a dis- 
tance of 36 inches by absorption in heavy steel springs, 
which immediately return the gun to firing position. 

After the firing test on the Government proving 
grounds at Indian Head, the guns are returned to the 
gun factory, where they are finally inspected and care- 
ful note made of the effect of first firing. Then they 
are shipped by rail to whatever branch of the service 
they were intended. 


Guns damaged by firing can be rebored or rerifled. 
About 15 years ago a 13-inch shell prematurely exploded 
in one of the Kearsarge’s guns, while she was at tarcet 
practice in the Gulf of Mexico. It was returned to the 
shops and made good as new with a new tube, or barrel. 

Few people realize the destructiveness of modern gun- 
fire. Our fleet at Santiago accomplished what it did 
with four per cent of hits, and at“that time our navy 
had the reputation of possessing the best gunners in 
the world. Since then both ordnance and gunnery have 
been so improved that guns and methods good enough 


for 1898 would invite disaster today. 


Owing to the enormous weight to be moved at every 
operation, big gun manufacture is naturally very slow 
work, particularly so in a country such as the United 
States, which has not specialized in the business of pre- 
paredness for war. Consequently, until very recently, it 
required six to ten months to complete the manufacture 
of a gun firing eight-inch shelis or greater.

dapper khaki, with his bayoneted rifle in his hand and 
his steel helmet on his head, marching proudly at the 
head of a long line of bedraggled and downcast Germans, 
the column of whom stretches across the picture. The 


‘ caption is: ‘British official photograph showing “Todg- 


er’ Jones, V. C., bringing in his ‘bag’ of 102 German 
prisoners, : 

‘“Todger’’ was an old volunteer of the Cheshire Bat- 
talion, and the skill acquired as a marksman 16 or 17 
years ago caused his being employed at the front as 
a bomber and sniper. By trade he is a fitter, and he is 
36 years old. He tried to join the engineers at the be- 
ginning of the war, but as a territorial reservist was 
eventually assigned to the Cheshire Regiment. He was 


sent to the front in January, 1915, and took part in the 
bloody battle of Ypres. 

He has had many narrow escapes, besides the bullets 
that bit his helmet and tunic as he marched alone to 
capture a German trench. A bullet once went through 
his pouch, the heel of his boot was blown off and the 
explosion of a shell hurled him 10 feet in the air, lodg- 
ing pieces of shrapnel in his shoulder and knee. 

He is almost as proud of an fron Cross which he cap- 
tured in battle as he is of his Victoria Cross, the high- 
est honor which England can give a soldier. It was 
at the engagement of Mouquet Farm, when his regiment 
stormed a trench which the Germans had held against 
four attacks. Rushing through a traverse, Jones ran

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“Of course,’ he began, laying his leather 
case on the table and unlocking but not 
opening it, ‘‘references to cancer houses 
abound in medical literature, but it may 
be said to be an open question, with the 
weight of opinion against it.

“Indeed, some ob- 
servations seem to show it, as I have said, 
though the opponents of the theory claim 
to have found other causes. Here, as 
you hint, five people, living in close asso- 
ciation, have died in five years.”

“I have here,” he resumed, “what is 
known as a Berkefelt filter. Its meshes 
let through none of the germs that we can 
see with a microscope.

Still, we do 
know that these things which no eye can 
See may Cause some of the commonest dis- 
“In recent experiments with cancer in 
chickens,” continued Craig, ‘‘tumor ma- 
terial ground fine and treated in various 
ways has been filtered through these fil- 
ters. Cancers have been caused by this 
agent which has passed through the filter. 
“On the inside of the filter which I 
picked up behind this very house, near the 
boundary of Dr. Goode’s, I have found 
the giant cells of cancer. On the outside 
was something which I have been able 
to develop into a virus, these micro-or- 
ganisms that belong to the ultra-invisible. 
I do not pretend to know just how this 
‘bacteriological dwarf has been used.’ But 
I know enough to say that someone has, 
without doubt, been using some sort of 
filterable virus to induce cancers, just as 
the experimenters at the Rockefeller In- 
stitute have done with animals. : 
“Naturally, in the Moreton family, this 
person found a fertile soil. Perhaps he 
waited until he saw what looked like a 
favorable wound, or traumatism. It is 


well known that cancer often can be 
traced to a wound. Perhaps he introduced 
this virus surreptitiously into a cut, now 
and then. For experiments show that the 
virus is strikingly dependent for its action 


‘on the derangement of the tissues with 


which it is brought in contact. 

“This person must have had a high per- 

centage of failures in his attempts to in- 

the virus successfully. But by per- 
sistence and taking advantage of every 
predisposition afforded by nature, he suc- 
ceeded. At any rate, this person must 
have been intimately acquainted with the 
family, must have had some motive for 
seeking their deaths—for instance the 
family fortune. . 

“Tt makes no difference whether the vic- 
tims might have had cancer sooner or 
later, anyway. Even if that were so, this 
cold-blooded villain was at least hasten- 
ing the development, if not actually caus- 
ing the frightful and fatal disease.”’

HE above drawing is from a blue- 
print of the plans adopted by 
the Government for the fleet of 
1000 wooden merchant’ ships, 
which‘ next fall will begin carry- 
ing supplies from the United 
States to the allies.

The fleet will 
be supplemented by an undetermined number 
of steel ships. 

Each of the thousand wooden vessels will be 
290 feet long, 46 feet beam and 26 feet depth. 
The cargo capacity will be 3500 tons and the 
ship will draw 12 feet of water. They will be 
steam vessels, the power being furnished from 
engines with old-fashioned water tube boilers, 


using crude oil for f¥si and with some burning 
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device for reducing to a minimum the amount 
of visible smoke. The ordinary cruising ca- 
pacity will be 10 knots an hour, but the ship 
will be capable of 12 or 13 knots in the danger 
zone. In addition to the engine for motive 
power, each boat will be equipped with eight 
hoisting engines for the operation of the hoist- 
ing derricks seen in the picture. This will make 
for quick loading and unloading of cargoes. 

It will be noted that everything which would 
militate against her being that for which she 
was designed—cargo carrying—has been elim- 
inated. Her masts are a part of the derrick 
loading system. She will carry no sails be- 
cause of their visibility.
